Works of another, who has not diftinguifhed 
himfelf by his own Performances. A Judge 
would make but an indifferent Figure who 
had never been known at the Bar. Cicero 
was reputed the greateft Orator of his Age and 
Country before he wrote a Book De Orarore ; and 
Horace the greateft Poet before he publithed his 
Art of Poetry. This Obfervation arifes naturally in 
any one who cafts his Eye upon this la{t' mentioned 
Author, where he will find the Criticifms placed in 
che latter End of his Book, that is, after the finctt 
Odes and Satyrs in the Lain Tongue. . 
A Modern, whofe Name I {hall not mention, 
becaufe I would not make a filfy Paper fell, 
was born a Critick and an Examiner; and, 
like one of the Race of the nt’s Teeth, 
caine into the World witha Sword in his Hand, 
His Works put me in Mind of the Story that is told 
of a German Monk, who was taking a Catalogue 
of a Friend’s Library, and meeting with .a Hebrew 
Book in it, entered it under the Title of, .4 Réok 
that has the'Beginning where the End fhould be. This 
Author, in the laft of his Crudities, has amafled to- 
gether a Heap of Quotations, to prove that Horace 
and Virgil were both of them modefter Men than 
my felf; and if his Works were to live as long as 
nine, they might poflibly give Pofterity a Notion, 
that Jfaac Bicker haf was 2 very conceited old Fel- 
ow, and as vain a Manaseither Tully or Sir Francis 
Bacon, Had thisferious Writer fallen upgn me on- 
ly, could have overlooked it; but to tee Cicero a- 
bufed, iz, 1 muft confefs, what 1 cannot bear. The 
Centure he pafies upon this great Man runs thus. The 
Iich of being very abufive is almof infeparable from 
Vain-Glory. Tully bas thefe two Fanlts in fo high a 
Degree, that nothing but his being the bef Writer in the 
World can make amends for them. ¢ fcurrilous 
Wretch goes on to fay F am asbad as Tully, His 
Words are thefe: And yet the Tatler, in his Paper 
of September 26. bas out-done him in both, He Jpeaks 
c, and with more Jif 


T is ridiculous for any Man to criticife on the 


of himfelf with more Arrogane 
lence of others. Yam aftaid, by his Difcourfe, thi 

Gentleman bas no more read Plutarch than he bas 
Tully, If he had, he would have obferved a Paflage 
in that Hiftorian wherein he has with great Delicacy 
diftinguithed between two Paffions which are ufu- 
ally complicated in human Nature, and which an 
Ordinary Writer would not have thought of fepara- 
ting. Not having my Greek Spectacles by ine, I thall 
quote the Paflage Word sor Word us I find it trantla- 





ted to my Hand. Neverthelefs, tho’ be was intemper ately 
fond of his own Praife, yet ke was very free from envying 
ohers, and mof liberally profufe in commending both the 
Ancients -and his Contemporaries, as is 10 be under {tood 
by his Writings ; and many of thofe Sayings are fill reo 
corded, as that concerning Axiftotle, That he was a Ri- 
ver of flowing Gold: Of Plato's a, That if 
Jupiter were 20 fpeak he would difcourfe as he did. Theo- 

hrattus he was wont to call his peculiar Delight, and 

ei an ~_ yar eo ga his Orations he like 
$ AnjRrere e eft. i 
And as raat raring * of his own Time,gither for 
Elaguence or Philofophy, there was not one of thems which 
he did not, by Writing or Speaking favourably of, render 
more illuftrious, ; 

Thus the Critick tells us, That Gcero was ¢x- 
ceflively vain-glorious and abufive ; Plurarch, that 
1¢ was vain, but not abufive. Let the Reader be- 
lieve which of them he pleafes. 

After this he complains to the World, that 
I call him Names, and that in my Paffion 
I faid, he was 4 Flea, a Lonfe, an Onl, a Bar, 
a fall Wit, a Scribbler, and a Nibbler, Wher 
he has thus befpoken his Reader’s Pity, he falls 
into that admirable Vein of Mirth, which 1 
fhall fet down at length, it being an exquifue 
Piece of Raillery, and written in great Gajety oi 
Heart. . After this Lif of Names, (viz. Flea, Loufe, 
Owl, Bat, Hc.) J was furprifed to hear him fay, that 
he has hitherto kept his Temper presty well ; I wonder 
bow he will write wben he has loft his Temper. I fupptfe, 
as he now is very angry and unmannerly, be will then 
be exceeding courteous and good-humoured. VE 1 can 
aie this Raillery, 1 fhall be able to bear any 

ing. 

- There is a Method of Criticifin made Ufe of by 
this Author (for I (hall take Care how I call him a 
Scribbicr again). which may turn into Ridicule any 
Work: that was ever, written wherein there is a 
Variety of Thoughts. This the Reader will obferve in 
the following Words: He (meaning me) is fo intent 
upon being fomerbing extrasrdinary, that be foarce knows 
nhat he would be, and is as fruitful in bis Similes as 4 
Brother of bis whom I lately took Notice of. In the 
Compafs of a few Lines he compares bimfelf te a Fox, 0 
Daniel Burgels, so she Knight of the Red Crofs, to an 
Oxk with Ivy about it, und to a Great Man with an 
Equipage. { think my {elf as much honoured by 
being joined in this Part of his Paper with the 
Gentleman whom he here cats my Brother, as t 
ain in the Beginning of it by being mentioned with 
Horace and Virgil. 

It is very hard that a Man cannot publith Ten 
Pipers without ttealing ftom himfels: But ro thow 
you 








you that this is only a Knack of Writing, and 


that the Author is got into a certain Road of Cri- 
ticifi, I yall fet down his Remarks on the Works 
of the Gentleman whom he here-glancés upon, as 
they ftand jn his 6th Paper ; and defire the Reader 
to compare them with the foregoing Paffage upon 
mine. 

In Thirty’ Lines bis Patron is a River, the Primum 
Mobile, 4 Pilot, a Vitti, the St, any Thing, and 
Nothing. He bejfows Increale, conceals his Source, makes 
the Machine move, teaches to eer, expiates our Offen- 
ces, raifes Vaponrs, and looks larger as he fets.
